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fore putting the issue before Albany voters last Novem- 
ber. The suit asked the court to overturn the cardroom 
development agreement, approved by voters. 

Ladbroke has proposed adding a 24-hour cardroom 
of up to 150 tables to its Golden Gate Fields racetrack. 

The Alameda County Superior Court heard the case 
Sept. 13 and dismissed the suit Oct. 6, said lawyer Anna 
Shimko, of Cassidy & Verges in San Francisco, repre- 
senting Albany. 

“Quite frankly we expected this decision,” said Rob- 
ert Zweben, the Albany city attorney. He said Judge 
Sandra Margulies listened to the case carefully and

Dog owners to rally at Pt. Isabel 


Dog owners and their pets will rally to 
support the acquisition of additional land 
for Pt. Isabel Regional Shoreline on Sun- 
day, Oct. 15 at2 p.m. inthe south meadow 
next to the main parking lot. 

Rally sponsors Pt. Isabel Dogs Owners 
(PIDO) hope to enlarge the park with the 
inclusion of the northern edge of the point, 
across the canal from the present park. 

Speakers will include East Bay Re- 
gional Park District director Jean Sin, 
Richmond City Councilman Jim Rogers 
and others. The Poodle Players, an infor- 
mal group of stringed instrument-playing 
poodle owners, will provide music. 

Pt. Isabel is notable among the East 
Bay Regional Parks in having the largest 
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formal off-leash dog area, officially ap- 
proved by the board of directors in 1985. 
At that time the park was largely undevel- 
oped and underutilized. Today the park 
still has minimal facilities, but tallies more 
than half a million visitors per year, not 
counting dogs. 

The initial park rules, which empha- 
sized cleaning up after the dogs and con- 
trolling aggressive ones, have remained 
effective. Additional guidelines such as 
keeping dogs out of the marsh and the 
mudflats were added later to protect the 
waterfowl and other wildlife. 

Dog owners, joggers and other Pt. Isabel 
park users have had informal access to the 
land north of the canal for the last several 


ties.

KENSINGTON — The Kensington Fire Ser- 
vice District has scheduled a town hall meeting 
Oct. 26 at Kensington Hilltop School.

Candidates 
address other 
city issues

This is the third article in a continuing series on the 
views of the three candidates for two El Cerrito City 
Council seats. Redevelopment issues have been at the 
forefront of the council race; the Journal asked chal- 
lenger Thom Stark, incumbent mayor NormanLa Force 
and incumbent council member Jane Bartke for brief 
responses to three questions in other areas. 


¢ What relationship should the city of El Cerrito 
have with the West Contra Costa Unified School 
District as far as the city’s schools are concerned? 

Thom Stark: I feel that until the membership of the 
school board changes, the city is best advised to main- 
tain a distant relationship with the school board, be- 
cause of the board’s seeming inability to deal with the 
intractable financial problems of the WCUSSD. I be- 
lieve the contributions the city can usefully make to El 
Cerrito schools could potentially include direct assis- 
tance, for example, donations of school supplies. I 
think it would be inadvisable for El Cerrito to give 
money to the school board, because there’s no account- 
ability for how it would be spent; it’s almost guaran- 
teed it would not be spent on El Cerrito’s schools. 

Another resource E] Cerrito has to give is its exten- 
sive base of volunteers, particularly in the senior com- 
munity. Assuming the teachers’ unions are willing to 
accept that kind of outside assistance, we’ll be provid- 
ing a dual benefit to the community: the seniors will be 
able to make meaningful contributions to El Cerrito’s 
youth and the range of available options for the El 
Cerrito school system will be increased. 

Norman La Force: Given the present circum- 


stances of the school district, the city’s relationship 
with it (should involve) trying to formulate a partner- 
ship (with the district) to assist it and providing pro-

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When football 
became big 
business 


In the days of yore — the 
’20s (Gosh! Am I that old?) — 
when you took a man out of a 
football game, you couldn’t put 
him back in. It paid to have as 
much “depth” for any position 
as you could. 

All players played their 
positions on offense and 
defense. It paid to have 
everyone be experienced in 
blocking, tackling, opening 
holes for the backfield players 
who might run, pass, or kick. 
Some of them could do all three. 
They were called “triple-threat 
men,” and that they were. 

Along with instructing in all 
of the phases of the game, the 
coach tried to install a bit of 
sportsmanship in the players, 
and a great many did. Then, 
along came the alumni who took 
the lead in building stadiums 
which brought huge audiences 
who brought a bunch of the root 
of all evil. 

To keep the crowds coming, 
they changed the rules to make 
the action more fun to watch. 
Toward the latter ’20s you gota 
much more open game — more 
passing, razzle-dazzle reverses 
and double reverses, you name 
it. So along came big-name 
players making big plays; big- 
name coaches making big 
salaries; and football becoming 
big business. 

The next step was going 
commercial, with professional 
teams building their own 
stadiums or taking over the 
college fields on Sundays, and 
sending scouts out looking for

talent to fill out their teams and 
changing the rules to make the 
game even more fun to watch to 
the point where one of the big- 
name coaches came up with the 
statement, “Winning isn’t 
everything ... it’s the only 
thing.” At least he’s credited 
with saying that. 


For my money, the biggest 
evil that grew from the root was 
the abolition of the rule against 
temporary substitution of 
players. One man kicks off, then 
goes out of the game and 
practices place-kicking into a 
net until he’s needed to kick a 
field goal or make the point 
after touchdown. And that’s all 
he does. 


The opposing player catches 
the kickoff, runs it back, and 
goes back to the bench. He, too, 
is a specialist. If the offensive 
team fails to make a first down, 
a punter comes in, kicks, then 
goes back to the bench until he’s 
needed again. Another specialist 
yet. 


When the ball changes sides, 
the whole team gets changed. 
Everyone is a specialist — with 
the possible exception of the 
water boy. 


You have backfield coaches, 
line coaches, offense 
coordinators, whole “teams” to 
put in for certain circumstances, 
and practically every person on 
the field is a specialist at doing 


their own thing (they hope) 
professionally. 

This may make for a game 
that’s more fun to watch, thus 
making much more money for 
everyone concerned. 

But the original game wasn’t 
intended to make money — it 
was a sport intended to give an 
outlet for youthful vigor, build 
healthy bodies, and along the 
way, teach sportsmanship. 

In those days of yore it was 
doing a pretty good job of 
fulfilling its purpose and 
produced some outstanding 
players who went on to fame in 
other fields. 


Outstanding, of course, was 
“Whizzer” White of Army 
(West Point), a Supreme Court 
justice; “Brick” Muller and 
“Brodie” Stevens, of California, 
both outstanding in the medical 
field. 


So, while I know it doesn’t 
have the chances of the 
proverbial snowball in you- 
know-where, I’d like to suggest 
that high schools and colleges 
let the pros have their unlimited 
substitution rule and go back to 
most of the original rules and 
intentions of football as a game. 


Don’t make winning the only 
thing, and if you ‘young-uns’ 
under 50 haven’t seen the 
original game played ... well, if 
you haven’t tried it, don’t knock 
it.

and developed in the neighborhood. 
He incorporated other images — 
such as the Dreyer’s Ice Cream 
building from College Avenue in 


Oakland and the French Hotel from 
Shattuck Avenue in Berkeley — 
and added certain elements, such as 
a second story to the El Cerrito 
Natural Foods grocery store. 

“T was making unilateral deci- 
sions; I was playing God (in creat- 
ing the images),” he said.

interested parties, whether devel- 
opers, BART or Caltrans. 

Cooperation extends to the mer- 
chants, property owners and resi- 
dents who co-exist in the commu- 
nity, they believe.

In the past few years, 
only the Del Norte Place 
redevelopment project has added 
to the supply of housing in our 
city.

I 
was in Dallas, Texas in 
September and I went by the 
AMC “regional theatre” there on 
a Saturday night.

From AMC’s 10-K statement, (a 
public document which it must 
file every year with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission), it’s 
quite clear that AMC’s corporate 
Strategy is to build ONLY what it 
calls “regional-scale” theatres.

On the financial side, the 
Target store project is not the 
only money-losing proposition.

$124,000 per year just in interest 
costs on so-called “banked” land 
which contributes nothing to 
either El Cerrito’s property tax 
income or that of the 
Redevelopment Agency, because 
it is owned by the Agency.

New library fines 
bring added reve | 


In a recent status report to the 
Alameda County Library Advi- 
sory Commission, County Librar- 
ian Linda M. Wood evaluated the 
Library’s collection of overdue 
fines and fees. 

According to Wood, “in look- 
ing at the actual figures for fiscal 
year 1994-1995 and the projected 
figures for 1995-1996, from both 
a revenue and a return-of-materi- 
als standpoint, the collection of 
fines and fees has been success- 
ful.” 

The collection of fines has made 
a significant difference in getting 
people to return materials on time. 
Prior to implementation of fines, 
more than 50 percent of what was 
checked out was overdue; now, 
roughly 33 percent of the materi- 
als checked out are overdue by 
one or more days at any given 
time. 

“This means that more of the 
Library’s collections are available 
to more people, which is particu- 
larly important in times when the 
library materials budget is not as 
plentiful as is needed,” Wood said. 

Revenue from the fines is esti- 
mated to reach about $372,000 in 
1995-1996. Fine revenue is re- 
turned directly to the Alameda 
County Library budget and pro- 
vides additional funds for library

Twenty-two thousand house- 
holds in Contra Costa County were 
recently mailed a “Prevent Ane- 
mia” flyer health officials hope will 
help reduce alarmingly high rates 
of anemia, especially in children 
under 5 years old. 

The Contra Costa County Health 
Department’s Anemia Task Force 
launched the public information 
campaign after it learned from local 
1994 data analyzed by the Center 
for Disease Control that the county 
has one of the highest rates of ane- 
mia in California - 23.3 percent 
compared with 16.6 percent state- 
wide. 

“Anemiais preventable. We want 
people to recognize that choosing 
iron rich foods can make a tremen- 
dous difference in helping young 
children develop normally,” said 
Luz Pardini, Public Health Nutri- 
tionist. 

Pardini said the flyer encourages 
parents to give iron-fortified for- 
mula to babies (if they are not ex- 
clusively breastfed), and high iron 
foods like iron-fortified infant ce- 
teals, dried beans and peas, beef, 
pork, lamb, broccoli, green veg- 
etables, dried apricots and raisins to 
young children. Parents who fol- 
low this advice can help their chil- 
dren to avert serious problems re- 
lated to anemia such as poor motor 
development, impaired cognitive 
function, decreased educational 
achievement, abnormal behavior, 
decreased resistance to infection and 
increased susceptibility to lead poi- 
soning. 

“Poverty can be considered a 
root cause of anemia, which results 
from lack of access to nutritious 
foods, poor food choices and inad- 
equate feeding practices,” said 
Pardini. The flyer was sent to low- 
income households. 

Although the flyer, which was 
produced in cooperation with 
FOODWISE (a USDA project) and 
the County’s Department of Social 
Services, isn’t the entire answer, 
Pardini calls it a start. The County’s 
Anemia Task Force created last fall 
will soon announce other recom- 
mendations to address this commu- 
nity wide problem.

ELCERRITO— There may be as 
many viewpoints on what to do about 
commercial development in El Cerrito 
as their are citizens, but everyone 
seems to agree that San Pablo Av- 
enue is not what it could be. There are 
empty store fronts, not all those in use 
are in good repair, there’s trash, spo- 
radic landscaping, and little attempt 
to tie together diverse elements. 

Aside from the usual problems 
encountered when multiple property 
ownerships are involved, the future 
of the avenue is a complicated situa- 
tion to resolve. For one thing, San 
Pablo Avenue is a state highway and 
under the direct jurisdiction of 
Caltrans, not the cities through which 
it passes. Cities have only negotiating 
influence, for example, on the place- 
ment and appearance of crosswalks. 

El Cerrito faces another compli- 
cating factor as it looks toward any 
potential improvements on the thor- 
oughfare. In the north, only the west- 
em side of the street iseven inthe city; 
much of the eastern portion lies in the 
city of Richmond. 

The state of San Pablo Avenue 
was raised again at last week’s city 
council study session of a proposal by 
Sustainable El Cerrito and the Sierra 
Club. (See article page 3.) The pro- 
posal is fora community workshop to 
plan for development options in an El 
Cerrito neighborhood and to develop 
computer images of the possible re- 
sults. 

Two sections of San Pablo Ay- 
enue were suggested for study — the 
portion near E] Cerrito Plaza and the 
section near Stockton Avenue. 

Both contain “the vestiges of a 
sidewalk-oriented urban fabric,” said 
Steve Price of the SEC. Both have 
existing businesses that would ben- 
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efit from an enhanced commercial 
appeal in the neighborhood. 

Council member Jane Bartke, 
however, spoke against including the 
Stockton/San Pablo area in any such 
envisioning workshop; no other coun- 
cil members expressed disagreement 
with her point of view. 

Bartke said she would personally 
eliminate the Stockton/San Pablo 
neighborhood from consideration for 
such a planning effort. Since half of 
San Pablo Avenue lies in Richmond, 
she wasn’t enthusiastic about intense 
planning that would require coopera- 
tion between the two cities to produce 
results. 

“T can think back 30 to 35 years 
when said they would cooperate (with 
us) and then never (did) anything,” 
she said. “Since they’renot concerned 
about the adult book store. I don’t 
think they really care.” 

(The adult bookstore is actually 
located at Moeser Lane, several blocks 
up from Stockton.) 

Bartke would like a workshop to 
focus on the Plaza neighborhood — 
San Pablo Avenue, Fairmont Avenue 
and perhaps larger segment of that 
commercial district. 

Bartke did agree with others that 
Richmond Mayor Rosemary Corbin 
has a strong individual interest in 
upgrading the street. 

Earlier this week, Corbin con- 
firmed her general interest in the area 
and in pedestrian-friendly develop- 
ment. It seemed clear from her com- 
ments, however, that San Pablo Av- 
enue isn’t at the top of Richmond’s 
development list. 

“We’ve done a lot of work on 
Cutting Boulevard, landscaping the 
length of Cutting,” she said. “We’ve 
also undergrounded our utilities on 
our major thoroughfares.” 

Corbin is known for her interest in

We've been doing that. For years, we’ve had before 
and after school childcare on the recreational sites next 
to the schools. That’s very unusual in the Bay Area; I 
don’t know of any other city that has a comparable 
program. 

We’ ve also developed a full set of programs next to 
the schools in conjunction with outside funding sources, 
such as foundations, providing programs in art and 
theatre that the school district has cut over the years. 
We’ve worked in partnership with the West County 
Public Education Fund, the Contra Costa Civic The- 
atre, the San Francisco Foundation and the Madera and 
Fairmount PTAs. 

At Madera, we have recorder classes for grades 3 to 
5, ceramic, keyboard and carpentry for kindergartners. 
There’s pocket theatre for grades 3 through 6 at Harding 
and Castro Schools and children’s ballet at the commu- 
nity center. At Portola (as another example), there’s 
youth drop-in basketball, girls basketball, drawing, 
video production: We provide the administrative ve- 
hicles for these programs....We get the instructor there, 
make the arrangements....we’ve gone out and sought 
private (funding)... I’d like to see further work with the 
school district and school board on other 
programs,...other types of music, for example. 

All of these things are trying to fill in or pick up 
where the district has had to cut. There are two bottom 
lines. We need to make sure our children — not only in 
this community but in the United States —are the best 
educated kids in the world; that’s the vision for the 
future of education. Good schools also mean good 
communities, safe communities, high property values. 
All those are things we should be promoting. 

Jane Bartke: I’ve always thought we should have a 
very close relationship, the kind of relationship I’ve 
been working on for the last three years, one that’s a 
true partnership. 

We help the district in a number of ways. When the 
(maintenance assessment district) monies came 
through, we were one of the first to institute after- 
school childcare in the schools. We send police offic- 
ers to the schools to talk about safety, we help out by 
picking up kids on the streets. In turn, they’ve helped 
by greatly reducing their truancy rate. 

To me it’s a true partnership. That means I don’t tell 
them how to run their schools, just as they don’t tell us 
how to run the city.

Experi- 
ence on defense, says coach Frank 
Milo. 

“What a lot of people don’t real- 
ize is that we have some experience

Milo said. “We’ve made big strides 
in improving our defense, making 
the stops and tackling better.” 

Saturday, the Gauchos limited 
Richmond, a team that put up 34 
points against De Anza a week be- 
fore, to 70 total yards — 50 rushing 
and 20 passing.

Berkeley grandmother publishes poems inspired by her kids 
to share with families everywhere

ignettes of family memories dress the 
refrigerator and several bulletin boards at 
Jacqueline Bandel’s comfortable Berkeley home. 

There’s the photograph of Bandel’s daughter, Sandy, 
grinning widely, holding a dangling snake at arms length. There’s 
another of Sandy standing proudly in her tutu, looking ready to swirl 
and twirl. Scott is captured on a shiny new tricycle and Jay slumbers snugly 


in his bed, pacifier in mouth. 


. What Bandel refers to as her “first quartet,” her children Todd, Sandy, Scott and 
Jay, who now range in age from 35 to 43, and grandchildren Alison, Rachel, Michelle, 
Jamie and Kyle, served as inspirations for poetry and beautiful color illustrations in Bandel’s 
newly released book, In and Out the Window: Childhood in Verse, published by Amberly Books/ 


Regent: Press. 


Color illustrations are by Marin County artist Camille LaPointe. The book sells for $16.95 and is 
available at the Oakland and Berkeley Barnes & Noble Bookstores, as well as small neighborhood 
shops such as Black Oak Books, Rockridge Kids, Gift Horse, Cody’s, Avenue Books and A Little 


Something. 


“My illustrator took a look at my refrigerator, which you can see is full of pictures, and decided that 


would be a cute way to illustrate the poems,” explains 63-year-old Bandel. “I don’t think lever would 7 


have thought of that.” 


Perhaps some day soon Bandel can get back to the business of being a grandmother, having the 
grandchildren to her house for sleepovers, tea parties and baking projects. But currently, the silver- 
haired writer is busy working seven days a week, 10 hours a day, promoting her book. 

“Promotion of a book is very time consuming,” she says with a sigh. Bandel began writing 
the book of poetry when her children were young, basing the poems on the activities and 
events of their lives. She actually submitted the poetry to a few publishers but the project 


was rejected by all. 


“The poems weren’t as polished as they are now,” she admits, “It was a somewhat 


haphazard submission. I just put them aside 


“J don’t know what brought them out of the woodwork. Perhaps I thought that 
I would just read my grandchildren a few of my poems,” she recalls. “But they 
loved them and they wanted me to write poems for them. I think the’ 
grandchildren were really the reason I began to get these together to 


submit them for publishing.” 


In “Teatime” Bandel incorporates each of her children’s 
and grandchildren’s names in the six-verse poem. When

Rachel, one of Bandel’s granddaughters, was 3, Bandel wrote a poem, “On Being Three”. Yet as 
Rachel grew older, and Bandel was preparing her manuscript for publication, Bandel says Rachel “felt 


very offended that she was represented as such a little girl”, and she said to her grandmother, “Nana, 


you have to write anew poem for me.” Not wanting to disappoint her offspring, Bandel wrote a more 


grown-up poem for Rachel, “Rachel’s Good-Bad Week”, the story of a school-aged girl who must stay 


home because she is sick. 


Audience interactive readings of the poetry, including costumes, props and treats, are being held 
at bookstores. Locally, Bandel will be at Barnes & Noble in Jack London Square on Sunday, Nov. 12 
and at Orinda Books in Orinda’s Village Square on Saturday, Nov. 25. She’s also planned spring 


promotion tours in Manhattan. 


Inher poetry reading, geared for children ages 3 to 11, Bandel spends close to an hour reading poetry 
selections, playing rhyming games with them and handing out treats that correspond to the poems. For 


example, she may offer chocolate snails for the poem, “A Snail Tale”, a gummy worm for, “The 


Worm”, or lollipops, licorice and candy sticks for, “Sugar and Spice,” a poem about a visit to the candy 


shop.

Bandel estimates that close to 600 copies of the book have been sold since its Aug. 21 release, and 


she feels that gentle nature of the poems make the book attractive. “The older generation seems to love 


the poems because they remind tliem of their childhood poetry by Robert Louis Stevenson and A.A. 
Milne,” she says, “and others say they like the poems because they are gentle and tender. They like 
the fact that in a world that is so unreassuring and harsh that these provide a bit of softness.” 
Though Bandel hopes for some measure of financial success with her book, introducing young 
people to poetry is her main goal. “I love poetry so much that I want to think that by producing this 
book and doing these readings that others will grow to love it, too,” she says. “I think that there’s a 
resurgence of interest in poetry and I hope to do my part to make that resurgence spread to children.”

Our Town: 50 Terrific Bay 
Area Escapes by Gary Kauf and 
Roland DeWolk (Chronicle 
Books, $10.95) 

Open to the Public: A Guide to 
the Museums of Northern Cali- 
fornia by Charlene Akers (Hey- 
day Books, $14.95)

‘Where did the summer go? Each 
year June, July and August shrink 
and disappear almost before we’ve 
had time to put away the sweaters 
and pull out the swimsuits. 


However, the weather of the 
last few weeks has warmly re- 
minded us that fall is one of the 
best times of the year in Northern 
California for sightseeing. Even 
if you’ve used up vacation days, 
there are plenty of attractions 
within a day’s drive of most of the 
Bay Area cities. 


Our Town: 50 Terrific Bay Area 
Escapes is the product of Roland 
DeWolk, a writer and news pro- 
ducer for KTVU, and Gary Kauf, 
who hosts the station’s Mornings 
on 2 program. The book evolved 
from the “Our Town” segments 
featured on KTVU. 


The book’s format is a simple 
one. Highlight an easily acces- 
sible location on two pages, with 
two or three full-color photo- 
graphs (beautifully done by John 
Swain). Include complete direc- 
tions on “How to Get There” and 
a list of “Where to Go and What to 
Do.” In two or three paragraphs 
describe the location and pique 


the reader’s curiosity with some 
historical background or neigh- 
borhood gossip. 


“Our Town’s” 50 escapes are 
divided into five geographical sec- 
tions: San Francisco, the Penin- 
sula, Marin-Sonoma, Beyond the 
Bay and the one with the most 
local interest, the East Bay. With 
a certain amount of pride, we noted 
that the East Bay section features 
12 getaways, only two fewer than 
that big city across the bay. 


Oakland is represented by vis- 
its to Piedmont Avenue and 
Jingletown (a new area for this 
reviewer). Headings such as the 
one for Berkeley’s Tilden Park— 
“steam trains, carousels and magic 
in the mountains”—give an idea 
of the unique qualities Kauf and 
DeWolk were hunting. 


Point Richmond is “the jewel 
overlooking the bay,” Kensington 
“an English hamlet in the Berke- 
ley hills,” Canyon “a redwood 
forest 15 minutes from the city”— 
you get the idea. These are not 
romantic hideaway resorts for a 
weekend, but friendly neighbor- 
hoods where one can stroll or pic- 
nic or enjoy a huge ice cream 
sundae. 


Not only will “Our Town” spark 
some ideas for new places to show 
the Missouri relatives, it may even 
introduce you to some pleasant 
spots in your own back yard. 


To enhance the Saturday or 
Sunday excursion, a valuable com- 
panion to “Our Town” is “Open to 
the Public.” This guide, which 


appeared last fall, is the most com- 
prehensive listing of museums in 
Northern California I’ve seen. 


When Charlene Akers and her 
sister Jobyna Dellar decided to 
research museums in our part of 
the world, they set aside a year for 
traveling, visiting and interview- 
ing museum personnel. To their 
amazement, they found almost 600 
such institutions from the San 
Joaquin Valley to the Oregon bor- 
der. They were especially im- 
pressed by the proliferation in re- 
cent years of children’s and sci- 
ence museums, as well as small- 
town historical museums and eth- 
nic museums. 


As Akers stresses, the cost of 
visiting a museum is minimal, 
often free. Just as “Our Town” is 
designed to provide inexpensive 
day-trip entertainment, so with 
careful planning could a visit to a 
museum be incorporated without 
stretching the budget. 


Akers includes all types of mu- 
seums, even zoos and botanical 
gardens — anywhere that mate- 
tial has been gathered with the 
intention of informing and edu- 
cating viewers. She is forthright 
in her evaluations; if the presenta- 
tion would be likely to bore chil- 
dren, she says so. 


Among the 600 museums, it is 
usually the more exotic ones which 
capture our attention, such as the 
Tattoo Archives in Berkeley, the 
Wright Museum of Space Action 
in Fairfield (Walter Wright be- 
lieves that gravity is a push, not a 
pull, and his museum contains 


models to prove his theory) and 
the Unknown Museum in Marin 
County (so unknown that only a 
phone number is given with the 
task of ferreting out the location 
left to interested readers). 


In Alameda County there are 
48 museums listed, 14 of them in 
Berkeley and 15 in Oakland. Akers 
freely admits’ that the Oakland 
Museum of California is still her 
favorite of the many museums she. 
has visited. But she covers them 
all with the enthusiasm of a true 
museum lover. 


Jobyna Dellar has assisted 


greatly by including reviews of . 


restaurants when they are present 
on museum premises. This infor- 
mation along with listings of gift 
shops, special events, library 
availability, hours and admission 
charges combine to make Open to 


the Public an invaluable resource ; 


guide. 


What’s a Palimpsest?: Well, for 
one thing, it’s the title of Gore Vidal’s 
memoirs, a tome just out (Random 
House $27.50). It’s also an obscure 
word meaning paper that can be 
written upon, then wiped off. 

Highly recommended viewing 
tonight at 9 on A&E: “Gore Vidal’s 
Gore Vidal,” a high-spirited, three- 
hour personal reminiscence by the 
author, probably our wittiest man in 
public life. Vidal says his original 
title was “A Tissue of Lies” and also 
notes that Palimpsest isn’t an 
autobiography. “That would require 
work and research,” he smiles slyly. 
“This is my mind idling.” 

Vidal is quite the idler. He tells 
some great stories tonight, such as 
how Jackie Bouvier moved into his 
bedroom in Washington after Vidal’s 
mother divorced his stepfather. About 
the picture shown of him and 
Tennessee Williams being 
photographed by Jack Kennedy at 
Palm Beach, Vidal says Williams 
commented afterwards about JFK’s 
“cute butt.” 


Thursday’s show also features 
Vidal’s partner of 41 years, Howard 
Austen. In one funny scene, Vidal is 
giving an interviewer a tour of the 
Big Apple, acity Vidal says he doesn’t 
much like. The two men, as Vidal 
might put it, are obviously in their 
cups. And Austen bursts forth with a 
lusty chorus of “New York, New 
York.” Vidal cringes, with comedic 
effect. [hadn’t seen the footage of the 
famed run-in between Vidal and 
William F. Buckley when the two 
were network TV commentators at 
the rancorous 1968 Democratic 
convention. Buckley tossed a 
homophobic term at Vidal, who 
countered by calling Buckley a 
“crypto-fascist ” Slander suits 
followed. (I recall Vidal writing a 
letter to Spy magazine claiming that 
“at my age, the occasional lawsuit 
has a salutary effect.”) 

Paul Newman and Joanne 
Woodward met Vidal when he 
moved to Hollywood in the 1950s to 
write films after his homoerotic 1948 
novel, The City and The Pillar, got 
Vidal banned from the New York 
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Times’ book-review pages. The 
couple recall the nonstop parties at 
Vidal’s Malibu home. Nothing much 
has changed: When the A&E crew 
visits Vidal’s Italian villa, another 
acting couple, Susan Sarandon and 
Tim Robbins, are Vidal’s bemused 
dinner guests. George McGovern 
also pays a visit. 

Fun facts: Vidal was born at West 
Point, the son of the military 
academy’s first aviation instructor. 
And he was also the first child to fly 
coast to coast. The pilot? Charles 
Lindbergh, naturally. Vidal, raised 
by a blind grandfather who was a 
U.S. senator, has led quite a life, and 
you’ ll get a good taste of it Thursday. 
The A&E show enticed me to read 
“Palimpsest.” 


Lucky Actress: You couldn’t get 
off to a much faster start in TV than 
Ming-Na Wen has. Wen’s producing 
“Exit The Dragon,” which runs at the 
Julia Morgan Theatre this month. She 
also co-starred in NBC’s top-rated 
ER last year as a “somewhat clumsy” 
med student before leaving the hit 
series to co-star in NBC’s new 
Thursday sitcom, The Single Guy, 
also a top 10 series. “Number one to 
number six,” chuckled Wen when we 
spoke last week. “I went down in the 
ratings.” Cue the sad violins! 

On “Guy,” she plays Trudy, 
Jonathan Silverman’s next-door 
neighbor, the wife of Johnny’s friend 
Sam (Joey Slotnick). “The play is 
written by my husband, Eric Zee,” 
she explains, “and makes fun of Asian 
male stereotypes.” The New York 
native is on hiatus from the NBC 
series, and explains that Trudy and 
Sam weren’t originally supposed to 
be an interracial couple.

quarterback-centered football. 

The added fact that Brown took 
the ball and scored on his own is 
reminiscent of, say, John Taylor 
turning a small gain into a 
whopper, and it’s further proof that 
Raiders offensive football, which 
used to be stupid, is gaining IQ 
points. 

“Hoss has always been a good 
quarterback,’’ Brown said 
afterward. “But last year was a real 
awkward situation for him. This 
offense is built for him and it works 
for him. The man can play.’” 

Part of the reason Hostetler and 
the Raiders offense performed so 
well is purely technical. After a 
slow start, White went to a no- 
huddle offense. You know, one 
play ends and the offensive players 
dash back to the line of scrimmage 
like men permanently jazzed on 
Peet’s special blend. The idea is to 
prevent the defense from 
substituting, to force it into 
disadvantageous matchups. 

This no-huddle business is a 
throwback to another era, because 
the quarterback does not receive the 
plays from the sideline. He calls 
them himself. Hostetler found 
himself thinking two plays ahead, 
sometimes even sacrificing one 
play to set something up later on.

was mind over matter, football 
transformed into chess with living, 
breathing pieces.

Black And White And Read All Over: As 
you might imagine, the phone calls and letters 
have been pouring in since last week’s column 
about O.J. 

Black readers are offended because I said that 
they’re going to pay in the real world for their 
symbolic victory. “What can the white man do to 
us that he hasn’t done already?” asked one man. 

Well, that’s what the left thought in Germany 
during the Weimar republic. As Adolf Hitler (or 
was it Ronald Reagan?) said, “You ain’t seen 
nothin’ yet.” 

I have to tell you frankly that in the last few 
days I’ve seen the wraps come off white racism in 
this country. I heard the N-word more times than I 
have the whole rest of my life. 

And it couldn’t have come at a worse time. 
We’re in the midst of a historic crisis, one that 
can only be solved by white America finally 
facing up to the implications of its own racism. 

We need to pour money into the black 
community until East Oakland looks like 
Piedmont. Either that, or we’ll continue to drift 
into two nations, separate and unequal. 

It’s in white folks’ interest to do this, just as 
much as blacks’. But right now, whites aren’t in a 
mood to listen to reason. They want to stick it to 
blacks any way they can. And if that means 
throwing little kids off welfare or stacking the 
deck even more against black defendants, so be it.

On the other side of the communications gap, a 
lot of whites are mad because I said, “It’s a happy 
ending for all.” 

Hey, dummies: Don’t you know irony when 
you see it? 

It just goes to show how much both sides are 
talking past each other. Nobody wants to hear 
what the other guy has to say. All we want to do 
is make debating points. 

Keep it up, and we’re going to descend into the 
law of the vendetta, like Ireland or Sicily: You 
poke my eye out, so I poke your eye out. In the 
end, we all end up blind. 


Meanwhile, want to know why I’m mad at 
0.J.? 

Not because he killed two people. 

Not because he weaseled out of it by 
exacerbating race relations to the point where I 
doubt this country will ever recover. 

No, I’m mad because he bumped Lambchop. 

Let me explain. As you might recall, I’ve been 
working at The San Francisco SPCA. , 

A few months ago, we got a call from a lawyer 
who said that his client, a San Francisco woman, 
had died. And her dying wish was that we find a 
new home for her cat, a little gray-and-white 
female named Lambchop. 

But when the paramedics arrived to remove the 
body, Lambchop bolted out the front door. 

She’d never been outside before. She didn’t 
know how to find food, let alone defend herself 
from dogs and derelicts and the other terrors of 
the streets.

It was 
Lambchop. She was very skinny and very 
frightened, but she was alive. 

Now all 
we had do to do was find her a home. I wrote a 
press release and sent it out to the local media. 
And they bit. Channel 7 even came over and 
filmed Lambchop. 

That night, I watched the Channel 7 news at 5. 
And at 6. And at 11 (which is more than any 
human being should be asked to endure). But not 
a word about Lambchop. 

You see, it was the first day of Johnny 
Cochran’s closing argument. And as far as the 
media was concerned, if it ain’t O.J., it doesn’t 
play. 

So while O.J. is basking in the Bahamas with 
Paula Barbieri, Lambchop is still waiting for a 
new home. I ask you: Is this fair? 
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In another horror story, there’s good news and 
bad news this Halloween. 

The bad news: After 35 years, Bob Mandel’s

has worked, given the big changes that have occurred 


‘in cutting our administration overhead and in reorganiz- 


ing our parks and recreations divisions. We need a period 
of time to see how things filter or settle out; people may 
notrealize how much more we’ ve been able to do with this 
(new) organization, especially in getting younger people 
and fresh new blood involved in running things. 

Td like to see how far we can go with what we’ve got. 

We also need to see what the impacts of new budget 
cuts at the federal and state levels are going to be. It’s clear 
there are going to be major changes...in providing social 
services. I think the cities and counties are going to feel 
that. I want to see what’s going to happen; we may need 
to try to pick up handling some basic needs of people. 

Bartke: I would still like to see a youth commission 
established. That’s been an ongoing interest; just as was 
beginning to work on it, we went through (community 
service director) Joel Witherell’s retirement and a major 
reorganization (of community services). 

We have a commission on aging; I’d like to see the 
equivalent for youth. I still remember being a teenager 
and feeling that adults didn’t plan the kinds of activities in 
the community that we wanted. 

There are also a number of important things going on 
in the county and regionally — meetings and taskgroups 
on gangs and violence, for example. If we had a youth 
commission, we’d have an avenue to participate, since 
cities can send representatives to these groups. At this 
time, we don’t have a means of identifying representa- 
tives or a commission to help us findthem. __ 

I’d also like to see our youth working in some of the 
city’s businesses on a rotating basis — in order to gain 
experience and to be exposed to different careers. Just to 
try it out fora month, for example. Children tend to go into 
what they’re used to. If mom’s a teacher, you become a 
teacher; if dad’s an auto mechanic, you become an auto 
mechanic. I’d like to see kids rotating in and out of the 
sales slip job, the buyers job, to follow a reporter around 
for a month. The child may have a talent for writing but 
may not know anyone who writes professionally. 

We know from research, if you’re exposed to more 
choices you tend to pick from among that wider selection. 
At school, we have five teachers who work together with 
the same kids. I used to teach careers; now my partner 
arranges for lots of visitors from different professions. We 
have all-girls science and math classes; those teachers 
bring in women speakers in the field. We just want our 
students to know there are more options. 

There are things we can do as a city to meet the same 
goals. 

¢. What is the best way to encourage small businesses 
in El Cerrito? 

Stark: First, by redirecting the redevelopment efforts 
that have been going into very large projects to instead 


developing the infrastructure of El Cerrito. 


Asecond way to help small businesses in El Cerrito is 
to reduce some of the paperwork and bureaucratic bur- 
dens imposed on them by the city. 

Third, we can make low interest loans to small busi- 
nesses from the redevelopment funds for property im- 
provements. We should then forgive the resulting prop- 
erty tax increases for a period of perhaps eight to 10 years. 
Thus, business owners could make the improvements 
now without having to pay the increased property taxes 
until later, rather than being immediately penalized for 
improving their own property. 

La Force: AsI’vealways said, as I said when first ran 
for office four years ago, you have to focus on your whole 
business climate in order to encourage small business 


said Salsig. “We’re putting the excess (monies) into a 
reserve; we're going to need anew fire engine someday.”

activity. The city needs to develop the kind of economic 
Vitality in its commercial areas that makes it worthwhile 
for business people to locate in the city from a profit point 
of view. That means creating the kind of economic 
synergy which I talked about four years ago: a business 
climate where people want to go. When someone goes out 
of business for any reason...another comes in to take its 
place. You have to do that through a mix of large, medium 
and small businesses, in which each fills a different 
economic niche. 

Probably the best example of that is Pastime Hard- 
ware, a small local business that’s managed to do very 
well....August was their best month ever. They’ ve adapted 
to the competition and fill a niche. 

Why isitso successful? You know you’ ll be able to get 
what you need, and you know there will be people there 
who can give you accurate answers and help with your 
hardware problems. 

When you look at how to.develop a commercial area 
for business, you have to have the larger retail or commer- 
cial operations serving as anchors. Those anchors then act 
as attractors for other types of business activity. That is, 
the smaller business person seeks out a niche the larger 
businesses are not filling. That can mean type of goods, 
type of service or an approach to providing the same types 
of goods or service. 

Shopping center development is a classic example. 
You must have two or three larger anchors; that’s the only 
way smaller stores will come. You don’t get shopping 
centers filled with little businesses; that doesn’t work. 
They know the larger stores draw in shoppers; if those 
stores don’t meet their needs, they’ll then come to the 
smaller stores. 

There’s no magic formula.... You try to develop it and 
nurture it in a way that will give you what you want in the 
end. I can’t guarantee success for any business. You have 
to try to formulate a strategy that (can) balance all the 
competing needs. 

Bartke: I think we have a healthy group of small 
businesses in El Cerrito. There’s been a lot of improve- 
ment in the last three to four years. We’ve added several 
new small businesses in the community. 

I don’t know how many people realize how many 
small businesses redevelopment has brought into the 
community; look at the Galleria, Del Norte Place, the 
Bank of the West Plaza. It continues up and down the 
Avenue. 

It’s harder to help those that have been in the city for 
a very long time, yet we have had some people who’ve 
used the redevelopment tool of store front and upgrades 
(funding) to improve their properties. I’d like to see more 
of that. 

We have a lot of empty buildings — and a lot of 
interested people looking at them. We also try to help. For 
example, we’ve talked with the property owner of the old 
House of Fabrics building to see if he might want to use 
store front money to divide that large space into smaller 
spaces. The city can help a property owner see other 
possibilities; of course, it’s up to him to decide what he 
wants to do. 

Compared to other cities, we are much more open to 
small businesses, and we make the process of getting 
through paperwork and licensing much easier. We’re 
quick from start to finish and one of the easier cities 
around to deal with. 

I think that’s because we like small businesses in El 
Cerrito.

For many 
people, that’s a catastrophic 
loss, irrespective of any insur- 
ance.”

Alameda County residents are 
invited toa one-day Home Compost 
Bin sale. Every county resident is 
entitled to purchase a high-quality 
Smith and Hawken home compost 
bin for only $38 — a 60 percent 
discount from its regular retail price 
of $100. 

The sale will be held (rain or 
shine) on Saturday, Oct. 14, 10a.m. 
- 2 p.m., at Merritt College, 12500 
Campus Dr., off Redwood Road in 
Oakland. Proof of residency is re- 
quired and there is a limit of one bin 
per household. 

The compost bin program is spon- 
sored by the Alameda County Waste 
Management Authority and the 
Alameda County Recycling Board 
to help reduce the amount of yard, 
or “green,” waste going to landfills. 
Since the program began in 1993, 
more than 18,000 people have pur- 
chased a bin. 

“Twenty to 30 percent of what 
we throw in the garbage is 
compostable yard trimmings and 
kitchen scraps,” says program coor- 
dinator Teresa Eade. 
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not lessen the risk of damage or 
injury, or lower the cost of repair. 
“Rather than focus on ways to pay 
enormous repair bills, a cheaper 
and more effective approach is to 
lessen the risk of catastrophic dam- 
age in the first place,” she says. In 
that sense, says Adams, “Insur- 
ance of any type is a ~band-aid,’ 
not a fix.” 

So how do you reduce your risk? 
“The real solution is to strengthen 
your home’s structure,” says 
Adams. “In comparison to the cost 
for repair after an earthquake, it’s 
relatively inexpensive to bolt and 
brace most wood frame homes.” 
According to Adams, most seis- 
mic retrofits cost between $5,000 
and $15,000, while the cost of 
putting a home back on its founda- 
tion and repairing all the struc- 
tural damage can easily cost 


$50,000 to $100,000, even for 
an average home. 

One way to lower the seis- 
mic upgrade costs dramatically 
is to do some or all of the work 
yourself. The Building Educa- 
tion Center offers a one-day 
seminar for homeowners and 
contractors on seismic retrofit- 
ting. “What makes the class 
unique is the practical empha- 
sis on both the basic engineer- 
ing principles of seismic 
strengthening and on the tools 
and materials you’ll need to do 
the work yourself,” Adams says. 

The “Earthquake Retrofit- 
ting” seminar will be held on 
Saturday, Oct. 21, from 10 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. at the BEC, 812 Page 
St., Berkeley. The fee is $75.

Maybe you’ve been thinking 
of adding your child to the title on 
your house. Parents do it all the 
time. 


“I don’t want you to have to go 
through probate when I die sol’m 
just going to add your name as an 
owner,” a mother tells her daugh- 
ter. “Oh, mom, don’t talk about it. 
You’re young yet,” her daughter 
replies, then promptly forgets the 
whole thing. 


One day mom does die and now 
as well as contending with her 
grief, the daughter must take care 
of her mother’s belongings. Mak- 
ing decisions about them, dispos- 
ing of what she cannot use, and 
selling the house are a big job. 


“At least the house is mine,” 
thinks the daughter. “I can sell it 
and maybe I’ll use the money to 
buy my own place.” 


What’s the problem? The 
daughter is going to owe income 
taxes on that sale — perhaps quite 
a large amount of money. How 
much the taxes will be will de- 
pend on what her mother origi- 
nally paid forthe house, how much 
it was worth when title was 
changed, and the selling price now. 

Suppose mother bought for 
$20,000 in 1970. Daughter be- 
came a joint tenant in 1987 when 
the house was worth $250,000, 
and the house was valued at 
$300,000 when mother died.

$20,000 mother paid. When 
mother added daughter to title, 
she gave daughter half of her ba- 
sis, or $10,000. Daughter receives 
a “stepped-up” basis for mother’s 
half upon her death, half of the 
$300,000 value, or $150,000. Now 
the daughter’s basis is $10,000 
plus $150,000: $160,000. 


If the net sale price of the house 
is $300,000, the daughter will owe 
income taxes on the difference 
between $300,000 and $160,000. 
She will owe taxes on $140,000! 
You can see that this is going to be 
a large tax bill. 


Things would be different if 
she had inherited the house from 
her mother. In that case, the new 
basis becomes the value on the 
day the mother dies — $300,000. 
On a $300,000 sale, no taxes will 
be due. 


As it is, the daughter will owe 
taxes on the sale because she be- 
came a part-owner when the house 
was worth less. In other words, 
she has made money on what her 
mother gave her. 


She may also owe gift taxes on 
behalf of her mother. The house

gift worth $125,000. 


IRS rules state that everyone 
can give away $600,000 tax-free. 
Mother’s total gifts, including the 
$125,000 half-a-house, cannot 
exceed this amount, otherwise IRS 
will want their cut. 


We are not tax experts, and no 
situation is quite as simple as the 
one we’ve described, but the over- 
all concept is correct. It is never 
the case that you can “simply” 
add someone to title in order to 
“avoid probate” and thereby save 
your heirs time and money. You 
have to know what you are doing. 


A man called us recently who 
needs to sell his grandmother’s 
house. As we talked, we learned 
that grandma and grandpa had 
bought the house in the 1940s. 
Grandpa lived until 1964, when, 
upon his death, grandma added 
her daughter to the deed. In 1991, 
the daughter died. Grandma added 
her two grandsons to title. Last 
year grandma died. 


This is a tax nightmare. When 
we told our CPA about it, all we 


could hear on the other end of the 
phone was “Aaarggh ...” Then a 
long silence. 


The grandson who called said 
that he would be investing his half 
of the proceeds in a house of his 
own “so I won’t owe any taxes.” 
We were sorry to tell him that this 
isn’t going to work. 


How was he to know? Most 
people are not aware of the intri- 
cacies of the tax laws. It does not 
occur to them to ask; they just do 
what makes sense to them, com- 
pletely unaware of the conse- 
quences. 


So, please find out, O.K.? If 
you have already shared title with 
your children (or anyone), find 
out what you should do. If you’re 
thinking about adding someone, 
understand first what this will 
mean. 


By the way, you probably know 
that you can give $10,000 to any- 
one tax-free each year. But not 
more than $10,000, right? A gift 
of more than $10,000 will reduce 
what you can pass tax-free when 
you die, but your $600,000 is ex- 
empt from tax whether you give it 
now or later. 


A lot of people don’t know this. 
Now you do. So, think carefully 
through your objectives, then get 
competent tax and legal advice 
before you do anything.

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Increase in home sales points to 


The California housing market 
is expected to recover in 1996 fol- 
lowing a temporary setback in sales 
which has occurred so far this year, 
the California Association of Real- 
tors (C.A.R.) said in a recent fore- 
cast. 

Sales of existing single-family 
homes in California are expected to 
increase 7.4 percent in 1996, com- 
pared with this year’s pace, accord- 
ing to C.A.R.’s 1996 Housing Mar- 
ket Forecast. 

“It’s no secret that California 
home sales were disappointing dur- 
ing the first half of this year, but 
more rapid growth in the state’s 
economy will fuel a rebound in the 
nation’s largest housing market dur- 
ing 1996,” said C.A_R. president Ed 
Albers. 

“Home sales already have been 
improving during the last several 
months in many regions of Califor- 
nia, and we believe this trend will 
continue as we move into next year,” 
said Albers. 

“Home prices also appear to have 
bottomed in many major areas of 
California during the last several 
months,” said Albers. “Prices are 
expected to stabilize during 1996 as 
projected economic growth leads to

improvements in consumer confi- 
dence and job security,” said Albers. 

A total of 430,000 existing, 
single-family home sales are pro- 
jected for this year in California, 
down 10.9 percent from 482,790 
sales in 1994, Sales are expected to 
increase 7.4 percent to 462,000 in 
1996, according to C.A.R.’s fore- 
cast. 

“Several factors have contributed 
to this year’s sluggish home sales 
performance, including a slowdown 
in the national economy during the 
first and second quarter, effects of 
severe winter storms in early 1995, 
echo effects of last year’s run-up in 
interest rates, and consumer con- 
cerns abouthome prices,” said Leslie 
Appleton-Young, C.A.R.’s vice- 
president of research and econom- 
ics. 

“The stage is set, however, for 
much improvement in California’s 
housing market during 1996,” 
Appleton- Young said. 

“The economic recovery already 
underway in California is expected 
to accelerate next year, and this will 
bode well for the state’s huge hous- 
ing market,” Appleton- Young told 
C.A.R. members at their annual 
meeting held this year in Palm
